Contamination sti 
high at fire station

Granite City officials have 
received confirmation of their 
worst fears regarding contami- 
nated soil at the main fire sta- 
tion on Madison Avenue. 

The city has spent more than 
$500,000 to clean up gasoline- 
contaminated soil at the station 
and at the street department 
office on Adams Street since 
underground gasoline storage 
tanks were removed from the 
sites in 1992. But contamination 
has apparently increased — 
dramatically in the case of the 
are station — and spread off- 
site. 

And while the Illinois Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency’s 
Leaking Underground Storage 
Tank (LUST) Fund has been 
reimbursing the city for most of 
the costs associated with the 
cleanup, the fund was declared 
insolvent in June and funding of 


further cleanup is uncertain. 

“I don’t know if we’re even 
going to be able to recover all 
of the money that has already 
been spent (with IEPA approv- 
al),”” said Alderman Craig Tar- 
poff, chairman of the City Coun- 
cil’s Planning, Zoning and 
Engineering Committee. 

Schreiber, Grana and Yonley 
Inc., the engineering firm over- 
seeing the cleanup, informed 
the city that the site was 95 per- 
cent clean in early 1993. But 
further contamination began to 
appear in monitoring wells in 
the summer that year. 

According to figures from 
SGY, the levels of benzene, tolu- 
lene, ethyl me and xylenes 
increased by 4,000 percent in 
one monitoring well at the fire 
station between May 5, 1992 and 
May 2, 1995 — during the period 
the soil was supposedly being 
cleaned up. 

Levels of the contaminants in 
three other monitoring wells at 


the station have decreased by 13 
percent, 38 percent and 95 per- 
cent respectively during the 
same time frame. 

Contamination has also been 
detected on property across 
23rd Street from the fire station. 
The level of contamination 
detected in that well has 
increased by 117 percent since 
February 1995. 

“‘We know there is material 
on the other side of 23rd 
Street,’’ said Joe Juneau of 
Juneau Associates, the city’s 
contractual engineer. 

IEPA tested gasoline tanks at 
a service station across Madi- 
son Avenue from the fire station 
‘and has concluded that those 
tanks are sound and not a 
“source of contamination at the 
fire station. 

Earlier this year, the city 
hired Geotechnology Inc, a sec- 
ond engineering firm, to review 
the SGY data and make a rec-

Fire jurisdiction under dispute

recently annexed by Hartford. 

The annexation of property south of the Cahokia Diversion 
Channel and along Illinois Route 3 has led to several incidents 
in which both Mitchell and Hartford firefighters have respond- 
ed to accidents at the intersection of New Poag Road and 
Route 3. 

The double coverage has frustrated both departments and 
their ambulance services, which also respond in duplicate 
when the departments’ emergency crews respond to accidents.

City comments may be ignored 


Even if Granite City officials want to comment on a 
proposed $75 million wood-to-energy plant in Madison, those 
comments may go completely ignored. 

The official comment period for the siting of the proposed 
plant ended Monday — 30 days after public hearings on the 
matter concluded. Last week, the Madison City Council took 
no action on a letter from the city of Granite City requesting an 
extension of the comment period to Sept. 8. 

The Granite City Council decided July 18 to send a letter 
opposing the siting for the proposed plant. But on July 25, 
Madison City Attorney Casper Nighohossian convinced the 
Granite City Council to reconsider that decision until the 
hearings were completed and a transcript of the proceedings 
was available for review. 

Granite City received one copy of the transcript — all nine 
volumes containing a total of about 2,000 pages — Aug. 21 and 
voted Aug. 22 to ask for the extension of time.

One man is in the hospital with a gunshot wound to the hip and 
another is in jail, and both have been charged with aggravated 
assault in related incidents in Venice. 

Jon F. Andrews, 31, of the 900 block of Jefferson in Madison, and 
Jermaine A. Alford, 23, of the 600 block of Meredocia, Venice, 
were both charged Tuesday. 

Andrews was charged with shooting Alford in the hip with a .38 
caliber handgun Sunday. 

According to police, Alford was shot in retaliation for an assault 
on Andrews’ sister Aug. 29. 

Andrews was in custody Wednesday at the Madison County Jail 
and was scheduled to appear in court that afternoon, and Alford 
was in the critical care unit of St. Elizabeth Medical Center in 
Granite City, where he was listed in stable condition. 

According to police reports, at approximately 10:56 p.m. Sunday, 
Sept. 3, police received a report of a person shot in the Lee Wright 
Homes housing com) 2 

When police reached the scene, they found Alford lying on the 
ground in front of one of the homes, bleeding from a wound in his 
left hip. 

At the time, Alford identified the shooter as Andrews. Alford was 
taken to the hospital and underwent surgery. : 

Before being operated on, Alford reportedly told police that 
Andrews had said he wanted to talk to Alford inside one of the 
apartments at Lee Wright Homes. After the two entered the apart- 
ment, Andrews allegedly locked the front door, pulled a .38 caliber 
handgun from his front Panta pocket and shot Alford. 

Andrews turned himself in the next morning. 

According to police, the shooting was in retaliation for an Aug. 
29 attack on Andrews’ sister, who was identified as Alford’s girl- 
friend. 

That incident allegedly started when Alford and the woman were 
at a store and she talked to an ex-boyfriend. After returning home 
Alford allegedly threatened to beat the woman, and then grabbed a 
solid plastic chair and threw it at her, striking her arm.

The seeds of the Orthodox 
faith were planted in the city of 
Madison before the turn of the 
century by Carpatho-Russian 
and Galacian immigrants. 

This weekend, the Nativity of 
the Virgin Mary Orthodox 
Church in Madison — the oldest 
Orthodox church in Illinois — 
will celebrate its 95th 
anniversary. 

The festivities include Great 
Vespers celebrated by His 
Grace Bishop Job (Osacky) and 
a fellowship tea Saturday 
beginning at 7 p.m. at the 
church, 416 Ewing Ave.; the 
entrance, greeting and vesting 
of Bishop Job at 9:30 a.m. 
Sunday; Hierarchical Divine 
Liturgy celebrated by Bishop 
Job at 10 a.m. Sunday, when 
the parish’s present rector, the 
Rev. F. Thomas Succarotte, will 
be elevated to the priestly rank 
of Archpriest; and a banquet at 
the Croatian Home, 1000 
Madison Ave., beginning at 1 
p.m. Sunday. 

The ciurch has a’ rich history. 

The Rev. Stepanov of 
Cleveland was the first 
missionary priest sent to 
Madison in 1899, conducting 
services and hearing 
confessions at a home on 
Madison Avenue. Less than 
three years later, Archbishop 
Tikhon of the Russian Orthodox 
Church granted the parish 
permission to collect funds for 
ne urpose of building a church 

adison. A wooden building 
was erected on Ewing Avenue 
and remained (except for 
movement of about a foot 
during the flood of 1903) until a 
new church building was 
constructed in 1964. 

The late Patriarch Tikhon of 
Moscow, who served as 
Archbishop of the Orthodox 
Church in America, visited 
Madison and donated a Holy 
Gospel, the church bell, and 
gave a monetary donation 
toward building expenses. 

The first church building of 
the Nativity of the Virgin Mary 
arish in Madison was blessed 

yy God at the hands of the Rev. 
John Kochuroff, pastor of the 
Chicago parish and builder of 
the existing cathedral in 
Chicago. He donated an old 
processional Icon to the Mother 
of God of Kazan which can still 
be found in the northeast corner 
of the existing church nave. The 
Rev. Kochuroff later returned to 
his homeland and was brutally 
martyred at the beginning of 
the Russian Revolution. 

The first services in the 
existing church building were 
conducted March 14, 1965. The 
Holy Altar was consecrated and

Plan may help crack down 
on the roots of crime 


Madison County could soon have a specialized drug court 
that would coordinate the efforts of law enforcement, legal, 
health care and social resources to not just dispense justice 
for drug crimes but to help drug offenders shake continuing 
addiction that threatens both them and society. 

The drug court is the brainchild of drug abuse expert 
Alan Schuman, who has operated a similar program in 
Washington, D.C., and has attracted the interest of county 
officials, mnelucing State’s Attorney William Haine, who is 
exploring ways that a program might be funded. 

Perhaps one of the proposal’s most telling endorsements 
comes from Donald Sandidge, who directs. the county’s 
intensive probation program. 

A former Alton police chief and no bleeding heart by any 
means, Sandidge points out that many of the 600 people in 
his program at any given time are having their first 
experience with criminal justice and many are sincere ina 
desire to try to shake drugs and avoid a life of crime 

It’s good to get tough on crime; it’s better to get tough on 
the root of crime. 

There is no doubt that drugs are one of the greatest 
community challenges we face today. We spend enormous 
amounts of taxpayer money in policing and prosecuting 
drug crimes. And the legal, emotional, economic and social 
consequences of drug abuse exact a costly toll on offenders, 
their. families and their communities. 

We are not serving ourselves and our future if we simply 
dispense punishment to drug offenders without a concerted 
effort to end the cycle that often brings them back into the 
court system time after time. 

Schuman’s proposal may be just the ticket. ‘‘This is not a 
simple little program,” he says. ‘‘Participants will have to 
spend hour after hour in counseling, learning life skills, 
preparing themselves for jobs, learning how to solve 
family problems. This is a tough program.” 

We second Schuman’s call for the cooperation of the 
many public and private agencies that deal with drug 
abuse 

By channeling their efforts into a united attack on the 
problem, they can achieve a strength of purpose, an 
economy of scale and a saturation of effort that can have 
far more effect than individual efforts.

State wrong on motor voter 


The folly of Illinois’ approach to the federal motor voter 
act is proven in the numbers 

Unlike most of their colleagues throughout the country, 
Illinois officials have chosen to implement the federal law 
designed to spur voter registration in an essentially deceit- 
ful manner. 

The federal law requires states to increase opportunities 
for registration, with the most significant requirement 
being that voter registration must be offered to customers 
during the process of issuing them a drivers license. 

Gov. Jim Edgar and the GOP-controlled Legislature 
have resited full implementation of the law, claiming it 
could lead to voter fraud 

Democrats have charged that Republicans are dragging 
their heels because they fear the process might enroll too 
many low-income people who might be potential Demo- 
cratic voters 

Thus, the process Illinois has adopted — unlike most 
other states — is to offer voter registration under the motor 
voter law only for federal elections. Full registration for all 
elections — federal, state, county and municipal — is 
available at the same counter in drivers license offices, but 
customers are not told about it unless they ask 

That people want to register to vote is demonstrated in 
the response to the motor voter registration’s first week 
when one of every 10 drivers license applicants last week 
also registered to vote. The vast majority of the nearly 
8,000 people who registered, however, were registered for 
only Federal elections and not state or local. 

At licensing offices in Bethalto, Edwardsville, Granite 
City, Jerseyville and Carlinville, some 391 people regis- 
tered to vote. Only 70 of those people, however, apparently 
understood the process enough to realize that they had to 
take an extra step to become fully registered for all state 
and local elections as well as federal. . 

We agree with officials like state Sen. Evelyn Bowles, 
D-Edwardsville, a former Madison County clerk and an 
expert in election procedures, that the people who did not 
take the extra steps to become fully registered simply did 
not understand the process because they were knowingly 
denied a full explanation by the state. 

Bowles and others correctly predict that many, many 
voters are probably going. to be disappointed and angered 
when they are denied the opportunity to vote for candidates 
or issues in nonfederal elections. 

Our state’s approach to implementing this issue is 
nothing short of a national embarrassment.

Go easy with furloughs 


We hope Madison County judges will be true to their word 
and offer furloughs to convicted felons only-under the most 
unusual circumstances. 

Associate Judge Lawrence Keshner says he will no 
longer grant furloughs under any circumstances, and two 
of his colleagues, Circuit Judges Charles Romani Jr. and 
Edward Férguson, said they will be more cautious about 
granting them. 

Furloughs are a brief reprieve from the start of a prison 
sentence — usually a week or so — offered to convicted 
felons to settle their affairs. The incentive for their timely 
return is a threat that the prison sentence could be 
extended ‘substantially. 

The reality, however, is that justice is often subverted by 
offenders’ blind eagerness to win even a brief taste of 
freedom. Of even greater concern is the public’s additional 
exposure to'the danger of additional crimes committed 
during a furlough.

Metro East and St. Louis once 
had many trolleys and 
passenger trains. Nearly all 
disappeared in favor of 
highways and autos, but now 
“light-rail” commuting is 
making a big comeback 

MetroLink connects East St. 
Louis with St. Louis and 
Lambert Ai rt and is to be 
extended to Scott Air Force 
Base’s military and civilian 
airport site 

MetroLink as it grows will 
alleviate some of the congested 
highway and street traffic. 

Its first two years have been 
much more successful than 
predicted, and a recent ride on 
it shows why. It is quiet, 
smooth, fast and safe. And it 
links a large number of key 
stops in the bi-state metro area 

The Bi-State Development 
Agency, operator of MetroLink, 
is pondering commuter rail 
lines from Pacific, Mo., to St 
Louis and between St. Louis and 
Festus-Crystal City. Cars for 
those lines, paralleling 
Interstates 44 and 55, 
respectively, would be pulled by 
diesel locomotives. The two 
diesel lines could be completed 
by 1998, since they would use 
existing tracks. - 

The Scott extension of 
MetroLink could be open by the 
year 2002 if adequate funding is 
secured. Extension to the St. 
Peters area in St. Charles 
County might take longer 
Another possibility is a 
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MetroLink line along I-170, from 
1-270 on the north to I-255 on the 
south 

Meanwhile, the need remains 
acute for a new Mississippi 
River bridge to ease congestion 
for autos and trucks now. But 
Illinois and Missouri are not 
expediting it. 

Instead, state officials this 
year told of plans for an 
intermediate step, involving 
reversible lanes on existing 
downtown bridges. 

It is now proposed to delay 
construction of a $350 million 
bridge until late in the first 
decade of the next century. A 
strong case obviously could be 
made that such a long delay 
would be a serious mistake. 

“Alternatives’’ to a new 
bridge would seek to “‘buy 
time”’ before financing the 
bridge, which eventually is to 
be located in either Madison 
County (north of downtown St. 
Louis) or St. Clair County 
(south of downtown) 

The north route would connect 
to a relocated Illinois 3 and to 
1-55-70 at Illinois 203 in Madison. 
The other route would be south

of the MacArthur Bridge. A 
decision on the bridge location 
is not set.to be made.until 
mid-1997. 

To aid rush-hour traffic in the 
1990s, the two states would try 
several actions. Otherwise, 
bridge-traffic stops of 45 or 
more minutes are likely to 
occur 

At present, about 150,000 
motor vehicles travel across the 
river each day and as many as 
90 percent contain only one 
person. 

Proposals include construction 
of high-occupancy vehicle 
(HOV) lanes in the medians on 
1-55 70 and I-64 on the Illinois 
side. These reversible lanes 
(westbound in the morning and 
eastbound in the evening) would 
be utilized only by cars and 
vans with more than one 
passenger, buses, and other 
vehicles with more than one 
passenger. Park-and-ride 
stations would be created along 
the interstates 

Another plan is to earmark 
one or two lanes on the Martin 
Luther King Bridge for HOV 
traffic during peak hours. Or, 
the states might make the King 
Bridge. one-way only, 
westbound, and the Eads Bridge 
one-way eastbound. That would 
require construction to give the 
bridges easier access to the 
interstate system. 

Reduced-rate mass transit 
during peak periods is another 
idea being studied. MetroLink 








fares are $1 and those who use 
it on a regular basis might get 
rates as low as 25 cents per 
ride. 

Also under discussion are tolls 
for all bridges as a disincentive 
to drive over them during peak 
times, but.this surely would be 
a backward step. (Toll revenue 
collected would go to further 
expand infrastructure capacity.) 

Low-cost improvements to the 
St. Louis approach to Venice's 
McKinley Bridge have been 
suggested. Tow-truck patrols in 
Missouri might improve 
response times to accidents and 
thus reduce bottlenecks. 

A traffic control center, to 
monitor traffic electronically 
and inform motorists of 
least-busy routes via variable 
message signs and highway 
advisory radio, also might help. 

Ramp metering, downtown 
parking taxes, adding 
MetroLink lines in Madison 
County and directly linking 
McKinley Bridge to I-70 have 
been considered but, for the _ 
time being, rejected 

Reversible bridges ‘‘could buy 
us more time before the new 
bridge is needed and Bosaibly 
reduce the size and cost of the 
bridge,” says Dale Klohr, 
district engineer for this area of 
Illinois. 

“But I personally think the 
new bridge has to happen,”’ 
Klohr adds. ‘‘It is the most 
needed transportation project in 
the region.”

Although the Germans don’t know where 
Petroski is actually from, they do know a good 
soccer player when they see one.

Hoffman blasts parole system 


Ex-convicts too seldom get sent back to prison, he says 


SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois 
Department of Corrections is 
not sending enough paroled 
€x-convicts who commit new 
crimes back to prison, state 
Rep. Jay Hoffman of 
Col ille charged Tuesday. 


In a Statehouse news 
conference, Hoffman focused on 
a March 1992 IDOC internal 
memo listing nine criminal 
charges for which people on 
mandatory supervised release 
should be issued a warrant to 
complete the rest of their 
original sentences. 


The memo stated that if the 
charge did not meet those 
criteria, supervisors were to 
determine if exceptions were 
justified, including ‘‘media 
Sensitivity, past criminal 
history, violence and the like.” 

“DOC is saying, ‘If the media 
is going to blast us we'll revoke 
the parole, otherwise the 
parolee remains,’ '' Hoffman 
said, ‘‘Press clippings should 
not determine the criminal 
policy of this state.” 

Hoffman also contended the 
list of automatic parole 
revocations should be expanded 
to include several other offenses 
like sex crimes, burglary and 


” drug offenses. 


Longtime IDOC spokesman 
Nie Howell said Hoffman was 
inaccurately portraying the 
department’s policies. A new 
policy memo was issued in 
November 1994 that added 
several other offenses to the 
automatic warrant requirement, 
including any sex crime, 7 
stalking, home invasion, major 
drug offenses, domestic battery, 
phone harassment and any 
violent case where criminal 
justice officers are victims. 


He also said Hoffman was 
misinterpreting the reference to 
media sensitivity. - 


“That is so I can be prepared 
to respond to media inquiries,”’ 
Howell said. ‘‘Getting your 
name in the newspaper is not 
going to get you sent back to 
prison. What you do can get you 
back to prison.”” 

Hoffman cited the case of a 
two-time ex-convict who earlier 
this year was arrested seven 
times and released on bail each 
time. The department did not 
issue a warrant to return the 
individual to prison until after 
getting a call from a Springfield 
newspaper reporter, Hoffman 
said 


However, Howell said the 
warrant had been issued before 
the reporter called because the 
ex-convict ‘‘screwed up too 
many times.” 

Hoffman chairs a House 
Democratic task force that is 
examining the state parole 
system. He repeated arguments 
Tuesday he has made earlier 
that there are an inadequate 
number of parole agents — 69 
who supervise more than 28,000 
parolees. ea 


He said he favors increasing 
the number of agents to at least 
one for every 100 parolees so 
they could make more 
face-to-face and spot checks to 
prevent ex-convicts from 
committing more serious 
crimes. 


Howell, however, argued that 
the system the deparment 
adopted in 1991 of having fewer 
agents but providing prerelease 
programs in the prisons has 
actually reduced the rate of 
ex-convicts returning. He said 
about 42 percent of those 
released in 1991 who have 
completed the maximum three 
years of parole have gone back 
to prison, but that is less than 
about 46 percent when the state 


Police search river for gun 


ALTON — As police continue 
their search for murder suspect 
Robert Steele, a team of divers 
is searching the Missouri River 
for the weapon used to kill 17- 
year-old Anthony J. ‘‘Chad” 
Knight 

Lt. William Fitzgerald, Alton 
chief of detectives, said last 
week he thinks the gunman 
might have thrown the weapon 
in the river after the shooting 
Alton officers are working with 
members of the Illinois State 
Police Dive Team, US. Coast 
Guard and Missouri State High- 
way Patrol to recover the weap- 
on, he said. 

Fitzgerald has declined to 
identify the type of gun used in 
the murder, but other authori- 
ties have said that bullets 
recovered during Knight's 
autopsy indicate a type of 
revolver was used 

Fitzgerald declined to specify 
what type of information led 
them to the river. 

Steele, 19, of the 2500 block of 
Clawson Street, was charged 
Aug. 28 with first-degree mur 
der in the shooting death. His 
bond was set at $50 million 
Police said they think Steele has 
left the state 

Meanwhile, officers continue 
to work to reduce friction 
between rival gangs in the 
aftermath of Knight's slaying 

Members of the Gangsta Dis 
ciples, of which Knight was 
allegedly a member, reportedly 
tried to retaliate with drive-by 
shootings and other disturbanc- 
es against the Crips, of which 


Steele was allegedly a member, 
the day after Knight’s killing 
But Maj. David Hayes said 
police have since kept gang 
skirmishes under control. ‘‘We 
are one step ahead of them. 
Although police have been 
reluctant to officially name 
gang affiliations of those 
involved in the shooting, it

had more parole agents. 

He also said the average in 
states with caseloads like 
Hoffman suggests is about 45 
per cent. 

“We would like to have more 
parole agents, but we wouldn’t 
change our approach of 
Soncerrene on those people 
who need help most,”’ Howell 
said. “You're never going to 
have enough agents to watch all 
the parolees,” 

Under the current system, 
most parolees are only required 
to make a personal visit to their 
agent once after being released 
and then check in monthly by 
phone. 

Madison County State’s 
Attorney William Haine said he 
agrees with Hoffman that more 
parolees should be returned to 
prison earlier for lesser offenses 
but did not necessarily agree 
more agents are needed.
